theria present in 13 localities, with 2 deaths; enteric fever present in 
14 localities, with 8 deaths; whooping cough present in 33 localities, 
with 12 deaths; measles present in 10 localities, with no deaths; pneu- 
monia present in 17 localities, with 11 deaths; tuberculosis present in 
8 localities, with 5 deaths; total, 43 deaths from contagious diseases.
